Some years ago their Cha- 
rities, &c. were by ſome great neglects 
and connivances perverted, . alienated, 
and thrown into Confuſion, from which 
they were recovered, regulated, and 
clearly ſtated by an enten foe tho' ne- 
ceſſary courſe of Law. After this, it was 
thought expedient to print an Account 
at large of the ſeveral Loans, Benefa&ions 
and Charities belonging to that City, 
which was publiſhed in Octavo in the 
Year 1733, and was ſo well received

That 
of 9 Geo. II. (which is the laſt, and 
tends to the diſcovery of, or making 
Charitable Truſts more public) directs 
inrolling of Deeds concerning lands, 
Se. granted or given to charitable u- 
ſes; ; reſpects ſuch only as have 
been, or ſhall be given or granted ſub- 
ſequent to this Act, and not thoſe prior 
to it. And that * Commiſſions of cha- 
ritable uſes, by virtue of the Statute 
of 43d. of Elis. ſeldom iſſue, and Bills 
in the name of the Attorney-General 
are rarely brought to enquire into, 
rectify and correct abuſes in Charities; ;

this condition that when the Feoffees were reduced 
to the number of TREE, that then ſuch three turviv- 
ing Feoffees, ſhould make a new Feoffment of the 
premiſes to ten or more inhabitants of Harborough to 
be cholen by the majority of the whab.tants there, up- 
on the ſame truſts; and ſo in like manner ſucceſſively

And Whereas by an inquiſition indented taken 
thereupon at Church-Langton, in the county of 
Leiceſter, the eighteenth day of January 1713, be- 
fore Sir Richard Halford. baronet and others, com- 
miſſion-rs, it was found that divers meſſuages, lands, 
tenements and hereditaments in Market-Harborough 
and Great-Bowden in the county of Leiceſter, of the

named and their heirs; and that the then ſurviving 
teoffres of the ſaid charity ſhuu d execute conveyan- 
ces of the premiſes to new icoffees therein named; 
and chat the charges of the commiſſion, and proceed- 
ings tncrevpon, and the obtaining of the faid de- 
cree ſhould be paid to Mr. Thomas Peach, ( who 
had been at the charge of the ſaid commiſſion and 
proceedings) by the receiver or towntman, by and 
out of ihe lirlt rents and profits of the premiſes z and 
that the teoltecs or truſtees for the time being ſhould 
for ever ncieatter yearly meet at the chapel of Harbo- 
rough aforetaid, upon monday in Whitſon-week, 
when and where there ſhould (by the feofſces or truſ-

2d. Two more dwellings or tenements heretofore 
one meſſuage, ſituate on the Eaſt-fide of Punter's, 
alias Tag-lane, in Harborough aforeſaid, late in the 
ſeparte tenures of John Line, ſen. and Thomas Irons, 
and now of John Line and William Feacon ſen. 
za. Two tenements adjoining to each other on the 
North-ſide of Lubenham-lane in Harborough afore- 
ſaid, now in the ſeparate tenures of John Smith, 
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Weaver, and Joſeph Halford. 
Many and diligent have been my enquiries after 
theſe houſes ; but they have hitherto prov'd fruitleſs ; 
for I could never meet with the leaſt trace or veſtigia 
ot an account by whom, at what time, or for what pur- 
poſe 
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poſe they were given, ( which, by the way, is another ar- 
gument for the propriety and utility of this method of pre- 
ſerving accounts of Charities. But if the Donors” 
names are not recorded here on earth, no doubt but 
they are written in the Book of Life. For if our acts 
of piety and benevolence ſhould not happen to be de- 
clared abroad, or wafted through the wide world, yet, 
whatever may be the various accidents which conceal 
them from human obſervation, we may aſſure our- 
ſelves, that the ſweet ſavour of thoſe ſacrifices, ( with 
which G O D has declared himſelf to be well pleaſed ) 
after having comforted and ſupported us in the hour 
of death, will aſcend to Heaven itſelf, and there moſt 
powerfully recommend us to the favour of HIM 
who ſeeth thoſe good works in ſecret ; but will not fail 
to reward us for them openly, when he cometh with righ- 
teouſneſs to judge the World, and the People with Equity. 


N. B. There is in the Town-Cheſt a Leaſe bearing

IN HE diſcovery of this Charity is owing to 
T *A mere chance; for when I was looking over 
the Pariſh-cheſt in ſearch of materials for 
* this collection, I found a piece of paper on 
which were written theſe words, viz. on one fide 
Mr. Weſton's Gift to the Church and School, and on 
the other, The gift of Mr. Weſten to the Church and 
Scbool given by Will which is at Teſitor, Having never 
before heard the leaſt mention made of any perſon 
of that name, as a benefactor to this town, my curi- 
olity was thereby ſtrongly excited; and ſoon after- 
wards, amidſt a vaſt heap of writings in the greateſt 
confuſion, I found an indenture by which the houſe 
adjoining to the South-ſide of the Bell-Inn was con- 
veyed to one Richard Weſton of Paulerſperry in the 
county of Northampton, yeoman ; and immediately

ſame Gallow-field, and into Toecraft, and in certain o- 
ther places called Gafwel-ſick and Coomes, and in all 
other places in the ſame Gallow-field, and in the O- 
ver-field where the Herd could come in after Rake 
and Stake as aforeſaid. 


And that they the ſaid Complainants; arid the reſt 
of the Inhabitants of Harborough aforeſaid, being 
Owners of the ſaid Seventy-two ancient Cottages, had 
time out ot mind had and kept within the Fallow- 
field of Bowden- magna aforeſaid Eighteen-ſcore Sheep 
all the Year, to and for every of the ſaid Ancient 
Cottages Five Sheep Commons to be kept and depa- 
ſured in the ſaid Fallow-fields of -Bowden-magna 
aforeſaid, and after that Harveſt was in, then in the 
other Fields according to the Cuſtom there oy. in 
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the ſaid Field of Bowden-magna aforeſaid for Bow 
den-Men's own Sheep. 


And the ſaid Complainants likewiſe ſhewed that 
they, and every other of the Inhabitants of Harbo- 
rough aforeſaid, dwelling in any of the ſaid ancient 
Cottages being Tradeſmen had, time out of mind, 
keptin the ſeveral fields of Bowden-magna aforeſaid up- 
on broken Graſs there TwWwo Herſes, Mares er Geldings 
(viz) One Hackney-horſe and one Pack-horſe, and that 
the reſt of the Cottagers dwelling in any of the ſaid 
ancient Cottages aforeſaid, in Harborough aforeſaid, 
had one Ho: ſe, Mare or Gelding only as, belonging to 
the ſaid ancient Cottages; and that the ſaid ancient Cot- 
tagers had, timeout 0 mind, uſed totie their ſaid Horſes 
which they uſed ſo to keep upon any Scythe-Graſs or 
Broken-Graſs within the fields of Great-Bowden a- 
foreſaid, from the time that the ſaid Graſs was ſo eat- 
en or mown until Open- ide, and at Open-tide then 
as well their Horſes, as alſo their Kine and Sheep did 

o all over the ſaid ſeveral fields, as Great-Bowden 
own Men's Horſes, Kine, and Sheep did go. 


And that the ſaid Complainants, and the reſt of 
the ſaid Inhabitants of Market-Harborough aforeſaid, 
dwelling in the iaid Three-ſcore and twelve ancient 
Cottages had allo time out of mind uſed to keep their 
Herd of Swine within the fields of Bowden-magna a- 
foreſaid in and along a certain High-way called Lei- 
ceſter High-way, and in other Waſte-places uſed for 
that purpoſe, and that in Eddiſh-time when Corn was 
inned, . their Herd's-men had time out oi mind uſed 
to keep their ſaid Herd of Swine upon the Stubbles, 
(hat is to fay ) The White-Corn Stubbles and Peaſe- 
Stubbics as Bowden-Men's oven Swine did go. 


And allo that they, the ſaid Owners and Tenants 
of the ſaid ancient Cottages had, time out mind, had 
Trree- 
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Three ſcore and twelve Acre-hades, which were ancient- 
ly uſed for Horſe-Paſtures to tie their Horſes and Kine 
and in the ſame two Fields abovementioned in the be- 
gining of the year. | 


Aud the ſaid Complainants further ſhewed, that | 
the ſaid Defendants being all of them Free-holders of 
divers Yard-lands in the fields of Bowden-magna a- j 
foreſaid, and divers others of the Free-holders and In- | 
habitants of Bowden- magna being ſeverally ſieſed in i 
their Demeſne as of Fee of, and in ſeveral parcels of 4 
land lying in the ſaid fields of Bowden- magna afore- | 


ſaid, where the ſaid Complainants, and the reſt of the \| 
Inhabitants of Harborough aforeſaid, had time out of 1 
mind uſed to have ſuch Common for their Kine, : 


Sheep, and Horſes, as aforeſaid, had of late reſtrained 
the ſaid Complainants and the reſt of the Inhabitants 
of Harborough aforeſaid of divers parts of their ſaid 
Commons, and had denied that they had any Com- 
mon of Paſture for their Kine, Horſes or other Cattle 
in, or upon the ſaid Acre-hades, or in the other places 
before- mentioned; and that within two or three years li 
thenlaſt paſt, they, the ſaid Defendants, had commenc- 


ed actions at the common Law againſt ſome of the ſaid 
Inhabitants of Harborough inhabiting in ſome of the 
ſaid ancient Cottages, for uſing their ſaid Commons; 
but before the ſame could be brought to any Trial [ 
they had procured a Reference to Arbitrators, and fo ii 
ſtayed the ſaid Suit at Common Law, ſuffering the 
faid Complainants and the reſt of the ſaid Inhabitants | 
of Harborough aforeſaid inhabiting in the ſaid anci- 
ent Cottages ſtill to enjoy their ſaid Commons ; leav- 
their ſaid Action to be a Claim or Teſtimony upon | 
Record of the diſtreſs of the ſaid Common ; and had | 
given out that when two or three of he Complain- | 
ants' Witneſſes which could prove the Right of Com- 

| 
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mon of the ſaid Complainants and the reſt of the In: 
habitants of Market-Harborough aforeſaid were dead, 
then they would commence ſome Actions for the 
faid Common ; and did {till threaten them with Suits 
at Law, if the ſaid Complainants do put any of their 
Kine, Horſes, Sheep, or Hogs upon any Commona- 
ble places aforeſaid, which would turn to the great Pre- 
zudice of the ſaid Complainants, and the reſt of the 
Inhabitants of Market-Harborough aforeſaid inhabit- 
ing in the ancient Cottages aforeſaid, and to the de- 
priving them of their ſaid Common contrary to their 
ſaid ancient Cuſtom, and contrary to Equity and good 
Conſcience. In conſideration whereof, and for that the 


Witneſſes to prove the ſaid Cuſtoms of Commoning 


were very aged, and unlike to live, and not able to 
travel; and that if they ſnould die before they ſhould 
be examined, the ſaid Complainants, and the reſt of 
the ſaid Inhabitants dwelling in the ſaid ancient Cot- 


tages of Market-Harborough aforeſaid would be in 


danger to loſe all their ſaid Commons, which they 
have. enjoyed time out of mind as aforeſaid, The 
Complainants humbly prayed the Aid of This Hono- 


rable Court, and that Proceſs of Subpœna might be 


awarded againſt the ſaid Defendants to appear and an- 
{wer the premiſes, and to ſhew cauſe why a Commiſſion 
ſhould not be awarded to examine the ſaid Complain- 
ants witneſſes in perpetuam rei memoriam, which proceſs 
being granted, and the ſaid Defendants therewith ſerv- 
ed, they accordingly appeared, and made their Joint 
and ſeveral Anſwers to the ſaid Complainants Bill; and 
thereby ſaid, that the ſaid Town of Market-Harboro' 
was an ancient market-town and was a great Thorough- 
fair and conſiſted moſt of Inns, and Tradesmen; and 
was ſituate or adjoining to the Fields of Great-Bowden 
aforeſaid and had no fields properly belonging to itſelf ; 
and they denied that to their Knowledge there are or 
were 
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were any ancient Cottages in Market-Harborough 
unto which any Common was, or did appertain to be 
had or taken within the Fields, Territories, and Prez 
cincts of Great-Bowden aforeſaid ; but they believed 
that the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town of Market- 
Harborough had and have Right of Common in 
Great-Bowden aforeſaid for Three-ſcore and twelve 
Kine and a Bull in certain places, and at certain times 
within the ſaid fields of Great-Bowden aforeſaid but 
not as belonging to the ſaid Cottages; nor at fach 
times and at ſuch places and manner as by the ſaid 
Complainants was pretended , for they ſaid they were 
informed, and doubted nat to prove, as well by di- 
vers ancient Records, as otherwiſe, that the fields of 
Great-Bowden aforeſaid anciently were divided into, 
or did contain Eighteen Carnucates of Land, every 
Carnucate containing four Yard-land, and that unto 


every Carnucate of Land belonged a Common of Pa- 


{ture for four and twenty Cows, and one hundred Sheep; 
and alſo Common for Horſes that ſhould be uſed 
and employed upon or about the ploughing, dreſſing, 
and manuring of the ſaid Land, which Stint and 
Proportion of Common, for Kine and Sheep, was and 
is the very Stint and Proportion there kept at this 
Day; and they alſo ſaid, that the ſaid Inhabitants 
of Harborough had amongſt them, and were ſeiſed 
of three Carnucates, and the Commons thereunto 
belonging, + and kept Teams and occupied and en- 


— 


+ Here were divers Lands in this Pariſh / of Harborough 4 
and Great-Bowden, the adjoining Pariſh, which before the difſo- 
lution of the Monaſteries, belonged to a Chauntry in the aid 
Great-Bowden ; but being ſeiſed into the King's Hands, when 
the Monaſteries were ſuppreſſed, with other Lands in the ſaid Pa- 
riſhes, which belonged to a Chauntry at Boughton in Northampton- 
ſhire, which were likewiſe ſeiſed by King Henry VIII. Kin 
Edward VI. exchanged them with Sir 3 Stirley and Fride/-

additions and other Names, whereby it was evident 


that it did formerly belong to certain Inns or Houſes 
in Harborough (viz.) The Bull-Land, the Hart-Land,

which are ancient Meſſuages, and notorious Inns in 
Harborough aforeſaid, and then no Cottages ; and 
they alſo 1aid, that moſt of the ſaid three Carnucates

as belonging to the ſaid Cottages nor upon any known 
Several-Ground ; and the ſaid Defendants confeſſed 
that anciently the Inhabitants of Harborough who 
were Owners and Occupiers of the ſaid Carnucates of 
Land, and for the Tilling and Huſbanding thereof 
keep and common with their Cattle in Great-Bowden 
Fields as other the Tenants and Occupiers of any o- 
ther Lands then did, and now do; and that the In- 
habitants of Harborough aforeſaid now holding and 
occupying any Arable Land in Bowden-field called 
Harborough-land, have and may lawfully common 
with their Horſes according to the Stint and Propor- 
tion with the ſaid Defendants and other Tenants of 
Land in all the Fields of Great-Bowden, excepting 

the Eaſt-Field ; but they denied that any Commons 
for Horſes, Mares or Geldings, do belong to the ſaid 
ancient Cottages, affirming it to be moſt unreaſonable 
and unconſcionable that any ſuch Cuſtom ſhould be 
allowed for divers Reaſons in the ſaid Anſwer at 
large expreſſed. 


And the faid Defendants did alſo confeſs that the 
faid Complainants, and divers others of the Inhabi- 
tants of Harborough aforeſaid, occupying no Land in 
Great-Bowden-field, had oftentimes theretofore at O- 
pen-tide, when Harveſt was in, uſually turned their 
Cattle looſe into the Fields of Great-Bowden, but 
when the Overſeers of the fields had Knowledge thereof, 
they have impounded their Horſes and made the 
Owners to give Satifaction for the Treſpaſs; *

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the ſaid Complainants, and others the ſaid Inhabitants 
of the ſaid pretended Cottages in Harborough, have 
at ſundry Courts holden for the ſaid Manor of Great- 
Rowden been preſented and amerced, and have paid 
their Amerciaments for oppreſſing the Common with 


their Horics. 


And the ſaid Defendants further ſaid, that the 
ſaid Complainants, and others the pretended Cottagers 
aforeſaid, and their Anceſtors, have time out of mind 
kep: a Herd of Swine for their Houſhold Proviſion 
oniy, within the Fields of Great-Bowden aforeſaid up- 
on Leiceſter-Highway and other places there for that 
purpoſe, but not upon the Stubbles within the Fields of 
Great-Bowden aforeſaid, or any otherwiſe than by U- 
ſurpation and Intruſion. 


And they alſo denied that the ſaid Acre-hades in 
the ſaid Bill mentioned did belong unto the ſaid pre- 
tended ancient Cottages, or that by Reaſon of the ſaid 
Hades there did belong any Common for Horſes 
unto the ſaid Complainants, and the ſaid pretended 
Cottagers in the ſaid Fields of Great-Bowden as in 
and by the Anſwer of the ſaid Defendants more 
iully, and at large it doth, and may appear. 


Unto which ſaid Anſwers the ſaid Complainants hay- 
ing reply'd, and thecau'e being ata full and perfect Iſſue, 
All the ſaid Parties, as well Complainants as Defend- 
ants, did by their mutual Aſſent mutually conſent 
and agree that a Commiſſion forth out of this Honor- 
able Court ſhould be awarded and directed to Sir Ar- 
thur Haſelrigge, Baronet ; Roger Smith, Eid; Willi- 
m Halford, Eſq; Everard Goodman, Eſq; and Ri- 
chard Halford, Eſq; authorizing them thereby to 
cal all the ſaid parties before them, and upon Oath 
to examine all ſuch Witneſſes as ſhould be produced,
